A PAYING POLICY

While the program for national thrift week in the 
United States set apart only one day for the observance 
of “Pay Your Bills Promptly,” business interests in one 
town considered this phase of thrift so important that 
they turned over the entire week to preaching this creed 
of good credit. The week was also re-christened “Pay 
Your Bills Promtly Week.” ; 

This campaign was not conceived and engineered 
as a collection scheme. The business men sponsoring it 
expected to benefit from it, but they also saw in the p 
profit for their customers. Creditors financed the cam- 
paign to the mutual benefit of both creditors and debtors. 

Mercantile accounts are not carried for thirty days 
or longer without expense to the business holding them 
Until paid every store account represents an investment 
by the merchant and is the equivalent to acash loan tc 
the customer, Unlike other loans and investments, how- 
ever, these accounts do not bear interest or pay dividends. 
This loss to the merchant is ultimately paid by the pub- 
lic through higher prices. 

Credit statistics indicate that the great majorit; 
of people pay their bills promptly, but the “good pay” 
must pay the same prices as the “slow pay.” It is an- 
other case where the many suffer for the few. 


PROBLEM FOR MERCHANTS 


The present-day merchant who is at all justified 
in the hope of making a success of his business is already 
well “sold” to the idea that he must do at least a reason- 
able amount of newspaper advertising in attracting pat 
ronage to hiw store. ; 

His real problem is to decide just what percentage 
of his gross business should constitute his appropriation 
for use in buying advertising space in the newspapers 
which are distributed in district and trade territory and 
how this appropriation may be used to thie best pavanaee: 

This problem is present with particular force at the 
opening of the spring season when largely increased buy- 
ing may be anticipated and when each merchant is par- 
ticularly anxious to attract the attention of prospective 
buyers to his store and to lines of seasonable merchandise 
which he is showing. 

Without doubt, there is a danger of some merchant 
going further in the use of newspaper advertising space 
than they are justified in doing on the basis of reasonable 
expectation of gross business during any certain period. 
This danger is encountered as a result of either a failure 
to give sufficient thought to the subject or to falling a 
victim of the high pressure methods employed by some 
so-called “advertising men” in attempting to sell the larg- 
est psssible amount of advertising space without study- 
ing the merchant’s real needs and offering such sugges- 
tions as might be really helpful in the mapping out of an 
advertising campaign. 

There are times when the full-page advertisement 
or the double-page “spread” may he the very thing that 
is required in directing attention.to some extraordinary 
selling event, but it is more frequently the case that the 
day-after-day consistent use of smaller space with well- 
prepared copy, attractively displayed, will go much fur- 
ther in securing the desired reader-reponse, than will the 
large expense involved in carrying occasional page-ads, 
followed by days of retrenchment in order to equalize on 
the total apportionment. 

It is doubtful if any merchant is justified in al- 
lowing a single issue of the newspapers of his town to be 
distributed among their readers without containing his 
advertisement in some form, even if it be in small space, as 
memory is a fickkle thing and patronage is much inclined 
to go where it is being invited by newspaper advertising.
